Fromthe ilands Enefterhulunto Lovgh-ſwilly,of ſome cal- 
led Lockfilie, the courſe is ſouthwelt 5 leagues , that is a faire 
haven. For to ſayle in there, men muſt ſhunne the weſt ſide,and 
goe in alongft by the eaſterſhore: The land about Lough-ſwil.

For to come to anckor underthe ilands of Aran , comming 
out of the north, run alongft by that great izand , leaving it on 
the ſtarboard fide, untill you be within it:goe then towards the 
ſouthweſt, and anckor on the ſoutheaſt fide, there is the roade. 
Men may alfo anckor in the ilands over againft ir towards the 
maine; in divers places, and lye landlockrtor ail windes. 

Upon the northweſt poitit of Ireland, a good wayes land- 
wards inlieth a high hill, of faſhion allmoſt like a Sugerloafe , 
which is ſeen in cleare weather before any other land , at leaſt 
nine leagues at ſea; When that hill lieth eaſt and by ſouth from 
you, and then ſayle in right with it, you ſhall not miffe to fall 
right with the great iland Aran. 

From the lland Aran unto the point Tellinghead, called by 
the Iriſh cape de Telling, or Tellio; the courſe is S. S. W, $ or 
nine leagues. Three or foure leagues to the northwards of C. 
de Tilling lieth aniland, called Raiglene borne, 

At the Cape Telling licth alittle iland, halie a league from 
land, men may faile through betwixt the iland and the Cape, 
boldly without any danger. 

To the ſouthwards of C. de Telling , to wit , betwixt the 
Cape andthe Stagges of Broadhaven , lyeth the land wich a 
great baye, where in lye many goed havens, as Tilling-haven , 
Kilbegh, Dungall, Ballaſhaven,Slego, Endrigo and Moye. 

From the Cape of Telling unto Kilbegh lieth the coaſt E. 
S. E. about foure leagues: betwixt both , about one league and 
a halfefrom the cape , lieth Telling-haven , a round bay with 
ovod fandy ground , there may about 30 ſhips lye , wett and 
ſouthweſt windes doe blow thereopen in, for all other windes 
men are there landlockr. 

Kilbegh,or Calebegh is alſoa faire rund bay, but it is very 
narrow at the comming inofit: When men are a little from 
the ſhore , it ſeemerh to bee all cloſe without any opening. A-

When 
you are come right againſt a little caftle thar ſtandeth on the 
north fide, right 2gainft it lierhof a littleriffe from the ſhoate 
that you muſt avoyd alſo. And when you arc come «bour the 
point of that riffe , you muſt goc overagain to the north fide, 
tor the ſouth fide is there flat and ſhould. Betwixt Saint lohns 
point and Dungal-haven alongſt the coalt is all over good anc-

The haven of Moy hath at the comming in abroad bay, in it Moy: 
lye ſome rockes.For to ſayle in there, you muſt Jeavethem all 
on the welt fide, that is, on the ſtarboard fide, & run towards a 
little. ſandy iland, that hath at rhe northend alittle rifle, you 
muſt goe into the weſtwards of it, andleaye that iland onthe 
larboard fide. Even within that forefayd iland licth another 
little round green iland, that muſt beleft on the ſtarboard fide, 
ſo ſoon as youſhal be right againſt ir , you muſt let fall your 
anckor, for alitlefurther it is ſhowld & hard ſand ground, the 
greatelt anckor muſt be brought towards that foreſayd long 
{malliland , & the ſmall anckor towards the litle greene iland, 
it falleth there at low water alwayes dry. If you will goe from 
thence before the Town Moy, you muſt light your ſhip to $ 
foot, forto come through betwixt the long ſmall iland , and 
the S. grounds,there is at high water with an ordinary tyde no 
more then 9 foot water; being come over the neck , you ſhall 
come into a poole before the towne Moy,there you may ride a 
float at low water.

The Stagges of Broad haven are Rockes that lye tothe Srages off 
northwards a league or a league and a halfe at ſeaboard of they, 
point , tothe northwards of Broad-haven.

Acklehead is a very high point , and ſheweth it ſelfe afarre Acklchcad 
oft like an iland with a great Saddle, thereby it is good to be 
knowne. Within this point lye alſo 2 exceeding high hills, 
which together with the point men ſhall ſee firſt ar ſca before 
any other part of the land , fo that the point doth ſhewit ſelfe 
firſt like three ilands. Men may ſayle throught betwixt Ackle- 
head and Black-rock ; comming from the ſouthwards men 
doe leave Acklehead on ſtarboard , and black-rock (with the 
rocks thereby a ſeabord) on larboard, and the courſe lieth 
through betwixt them both northnorthealt and north and by 
ealt unto the point of Broad-haven, it is there large and wide.

You cannot faile further up to the northwards into the Ri- 
ver with ſhippes, but onely with boats. A northeaſt and S. W.

at high water you may faile over them; at low water the ſpring 
tydes,the grounds fal dry W. S. W, from Mottor-ile, a great 
league and halte of, moſt all rocky and foule ground.

When men are within the Cape de Pinas , then lyeth Ayil- 
les three leagues from thence ſoutſouthweſt which is a good 
tyde-haven,where a greatſhippe may goe in at halfe flood, alſo 
there is a good road before this haven in 6 and 7 fathom, 

For tofſayle in there , men muſt goe in by the aeſt land, the 
weſt-land is farre offſhowld, there ttanderh a little Chappell 
upon the eaſt-land, men mult ſayle in cloſe by it, and auckor 
alitle wayes within two rockes that lye on the eaſt fide,, a litle 
within the havens mouth.

Being before Paſſage, men may ſee alſo the point G, Figuer, and S, Sebaſti=

As many ſhips as hee ſeeth come from the weftwards or 
the fouthwards , thatis, from the Weſt-Indies , Brafil, or the 
Portingals Indies, ſo many Flags he ſertteth up upon the Pillar 
towards the weſt, when he ſeeth more then fiveſhips, then he 
ſeeteth up a great Flagge, which fignifieth a whole Fleet, Li- 
kewiſe he doth the ſame upon the otherPillar towards the eaſt, 
for the ſhippes which he ſecth come from the caſt , from Por- 
tingall or from the northwards, ſo that there cannot a ſhippe 
come thereabout, but men may ſec it preſently by that token 
in every corner & ſtreet of the towne.

In the Scawe reach,betwixt Maelſtand and Watersbergen the ſtreame goeth 
moſt {till withthe winde and it rippleth there ſometimes in ſome places, as if 
there where s5howlds , this you may findein calme weather , if you let a lead 
ſincke to the ground, | 

By the Scawe the ſtreame commeth moſt commonly failling out at the Bele 
towards the land of N,E.eſpecially when the winde hath blown a while out of 
the ealt or N.eaſt, and runacth alongft by the Norwaye to the Northwardes. 

Men comming of from Anout, thac wil ſayle by night with a weſterly winde, 
towards the Scawe: or comming from the weſtwards about the Scaw , with 
a ſoutherly wind, being bound for the Sound, might ſoon be carried with this 
current under Norway,a good whiles before they ſhowld thincke a feare of it.
